Wehave already 
delivered forth Warran's to thoſe head Conſtables for Muſters to be held ( for the 
more conveniency) in ſeverallplaces of this County at each of which,God willing) 
weall of us intend to be aiſtant, the rather becauſe we nnderſtand that our preſence 
heredoth not a little comfort and revivethe ſpirits of all honeſt and well affected per- 
fons in this County ; whoſe forward good examples will (we doubt not) bea 
means todraw the reſt toa more ready conformity. In which hopes weare further 
incouraged by this dayes tryall in the Citie, finding, beſides the Irained-Bands 
thereof, alikenumber of Volunteers well and compleatly Armed, whoare ready 
to make tender of their Service, for thedefence of His Majeſties Perſon, the Parlia- 
ment, and the Kingdom, according to their late Proteſtation.

A Hereas by the Statute made inthe ſeventh Yeer of King Edw.rdrhe firſt, 7 he Prelates Earls, Barons, and 
Conmoz.:lty of the Realm «ff, rmed in Parl:amenrt, That to the Kwg it belongeth, and Hi: part it is by his Royall Seignie 
ority, ſtraitly to defend wearing of Armozr, ard all ether Force againſt the Pecce , at all times when it ſhall pleaſe Him, 
and to puniſh them which fhall ao contrary, according to the Laws and Vſages of the Realm ; ard hureurto all ſubjefts are 
b bound to a:dthe King. as their Soveraign Lord, at all ſeaſons, when med ſhall be. And whereas Wee under- 
ftand, That expreſly contrary tothe ſaid Statute, and other good Laws of this Our Kingdom, under 
colour ar@ pretence of an Ocdinance of Parliament,wirhour Our Conſent,or any Commiſſion or War- 
rant from Us, The Trained Bands, and Militia of this Kingdom have been latcly, and are intended to be 
put in Arms, and drawninco Companies in a war-like manner, whereby the Peace and Quiet of Our Subjes is, or may be 
difturbed : We being defirous by all gracious and fair Admonitions to prevent , That ſome malignant Pc ſons in this Our 
Kingdom, do not by degrees ſeduce Our good Subjes from their due Ovedience to Us, and the Laws of this Our King- 
doi, ſubtilly endeayovring, by a generall Combuſtion or Confuſion, to hide rheir miſchicvous Dcſignes and Intemiions 
- againſt the Peace of this Our Kingdom, and under a ſpecious pretence of putting Our Trained Bands into a Poſture, draw 
and engage Our good SubjeQs in a warlike Oppoſition againſt Us, as Our Town of Hwl is alrcady, by the Treaton of Sir 
John Hotham, who at firſt pretended to put a Garriſon into the ſamc,oncly for Our SECurity and Service. 

We do therefore by this Our Proclamation cxpreſly Charge and Command all Our Sheriffs, and all Colonells, Licute- 
nant- Colonels, Serjcant: Majors, Captains, Officers, and Souldicrs belonging tothe Trained Bands of this Our Kingdom, 
and likewiſe all High and Petty-C bles, and other Our Officers and SubjeRs whatſoever, upon their Allegiance, and 
as they tender the Peace of this Our Kingdom, Not to Muſter, Leavy, Raiſe, or March, or to Summon, or Warn: upon any 
Warrant, Order, or Ordinance from one, or both Our Houſes of Parliament (wherets We have not, or ſhall not give Our 
expreſſe Conſent) any of Our Trained Bands,or other Forces, to Riſe, Muſter, March, or Exerciſe, without exprefſe War- 
rant under our Hand, or Warrant from Our Sheriff of the County, grounded upon a particular Writ to that purpoſe, under 
Our great Seal. And incaſc any of our Trained Bands ſhall Riſe, or gather tcgether, contrary to this Our Command, ye 
ſhall then call them in due time to a tri Account,and proceed Legally againſt them as Violaters of the Laws,and Difturb-

making in all between 4 and 5000 Men, were at Preſton, he 
marched from Wigan to attack them with the Regiments of 
Horſe and Dragoons of Pitt, Wynn, Honeywood, Dormer, 
Munden, and Stanhope, and Preſton's Regiment of Foot : 
He had left Colonel Newton's Regiment of Dragoons at Man- 
cheſter, to prevent the Diſaffected in that Town from flirring 
as they had promiſed. | 

About one in the Afternoon he arrived at the Bridge of Rib- 

ble, which is leſs than a Mile diſtant from Preſton. He found 
there between z and 3oo of the Rebels, Horſe and Foot, who, 
upon the Approach of His Majeſty's Troops, withdrew with Pre- 
cipitation into the Town, at the Entrance of which they had 
made a ſtrong Barricade. The Major-General order'd Pre- 
ſton's Regiment to attack it, which they did with great Bra- 
very, and at the ſame time vivgthe Whole Town to be ſur- 
rounded to the Right and Left by his Horſe and Dragoons. 
The Rebels having the Advantage of being very well polted 
at the Barricade, and of having all the neighbouring Houſes 
filled with Small-ſhot, Preſton's Regiment ſuſtained ſome Loſs ; 
and the Major-General having effeQtually ſecared all the Ave- 
nues about the Town by his Horſe, order'd the Foot to make a 
Lodgment. The Horſe and Dragoons continued at their Horſes 
Heads all that Night. ; ; 
* _ On Sunday Morning / about 9 a Clock Lieutenant. General 
Carpenter joined him with the 3 Regiments of Dragoons of 
Cobham, Churchill, and Moleſworth. About one the Rebels 
began to parley, and after ſeveral |feſſages agreed to ſurrender 
themſelves Priſoners at Diſcretion. On Monday Morning at 
7 a Clock they had laid down their Arms, and the King's 
Troops were preparing to march into the Town. 

Brigadier Dormer, and the L ord Foſter Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel to Preſton's Regiment, were wounded in this Adtion; of 
which we hourly expe further Particulars, as likewiſe the 
Liſt of the Lords and other Perſons bf Note who are Priſo- 
ners. 

All the Troops expreſſed great Zeal and Reſolution on this

to him all th: way ; and one of them deſired him not to be ſurprized, if they to the ve- 
ry laſt upon ti.c Scaffold, renewed thoſe Exhortations to a Particular Repentance, which 
they had fo often repeated before.

$7 Wednſday, July the 24th. His Highneſs the Duke of Glouceſter, after 
the Ceremony of his Birth-Day was over, found himſelf fateagu'd 
and indiſpos'd the fame Night, and the next Day He was extreamly Sick, 
and complain'd of his Throat. All Frid«y He was hot and Feayouriſh. 
On Saturday Morning, upon his loſing a little Blood, He thought himſelf 
berter ; bur in the Evening his Feavour appearing more violent, a Bliſter 
was direted with ſuch other Remedies as were thought molt proper, his 
Highneſs went this Day very often to Stool ; this day a Raſh came out on 
his Skin, which increas'd the next, more Bliſters were laid on. On Sz 
day in. the Afternoon the Feavour growing ſtronger He went into a De- 
lirium, which laſted with his Life : He paſs'd this Night as he had done 
the preceeding, with. ſhort broken Sleeps, and incoherent Talk. On Mox- 
day, the Bliſters having taken effe&, and the Pulſe mending, it was thought 
probable his Highneſs might recover. About Eleven at Night we were 
alarm'd with a fudden change, and about two Hours after, Nature giving 
way to the Malignity of the Diſtemper, His Highneſs Expir'd,

Y came to wait on his Royal Highneſs J«/y the 28th, being Sunday, be- 
twixt Three and Four in the Morning. I found him very Feavouriſh, 
with a quick and low Pulſe, and a crude Urine, and was informd by thoſe 
that attended him, that He had had ſeveral Stools that Afternoon. He' 
ſwallow*d with eaſe, and when I look*d into his Throat, T found nothing 
amiſs there, About Eight the ſame Morning I found him in a Swear, 
and Eruptions began to appear in his Skin, which cowards the Afternoon 
increas'd, and at Night appear'd like a Raſh. About Three in the After- 
noon He ftrove to Vomit, and brought up a great deal of Veſci'd Phlegm, 
preſently after which He had a large Srool, and had like to have fainted

 N Swndey the 28th. about Noon, I was ſent for to attend upon his 

' Highneſs the Duke of Gloaceſter at Winſor, I got thither about Six 
in the Evening, where I found his Highneſs in Bed with a very high Fever 
upon him, his Fleſh was extream hot, a high colour in his Cheeks, wich 
icveral Eruptions upon his Skin and Face, attended with a Raſh ; which 
gave ſome Suſpicion that ic might prove the Small-Pox : His Pulſe was 
very quick. and Feyoriſh , his Tongue White, and his ſwallowing withour 
pain or difficulty « his Breathing by fits ſhort, and attended with great 
ſighing ; his Urine Pale and withour Sediment,and He himſelf very Reltleſs 
and extream Light headed. He had that day ſeveral Stools, and with the 
laſt ſo weaken'd, that He had like ro have fainted away. After that I had 
inform'd my elf of the preſent Circumſtances and Condition of his Diſtem- 
per, I retired with ur. Gibbons, and Dr. Hannes ( who were both there ) 
to conſult about his Recovery : We orderd him that Night a Drink, 
which was proper to wag his Looſeneſs, which had it's effett, for He 
had no Stools afterwards. His Fever was a Malignant Fever in all it's 
Symptoms, with a Raſh attending it : We order'd him Cordial-Powders 
and Cordial-Julips to reſiſt the Malignity ; He took a Paper of thoſe Pow- 
ders that Night, which kept him in a Breathing Sweat, and brought out 
the Raſh in a greater quantity ; He had but very little Reſt that Night 
with great ſighingand dejeQtion of Spirits, and towards Morning complain'd 
very much of his Bliſters 3 they were open'd in the Morning,and they were 
drawn, and Run well ; upon the Running of his. Bliſters He was leſs Light- 
headed,and the Raſhcame out more,fo that towards Noon his Head was con- 
ſiderably better, and his Breathing freer, which gave us ſome Encourage- 
ment. at that rime to hope his Recovery : We order'd him in the Evening 
rwo more Bliſters, and to continue the Method He was in, hopeing, by 
the aſſiitance of 'em, He would have a better Night, and be leſs Light- 
headed : Burt before the Bliſters could take place, the Malignity of the 
Diftemper retreating from the Skin up2n the Vital Parts, He was on a 
ſudden, after a litric doſeing, taken with a fort of Convulſive Breathing, 
with a deje&t in Swallowing, and a total Deprivation of all Senſe, which 
taſted about an four, and fo hetween Twelve and One at Night he de- 
parted this Liſs,

That ſuch Uſurpations being ſeldom Compa(- 
ſed without the Slaughter of the Reigning Perſon, 
or Family, the worlt of all Villanies was there- 
by rewardcd with the moſt Glorious Privileges. 

That if ſuch Doctrines were received , they

with more Violence than- all the Paſſions that 
have hi erto raged in the Hearts of the moſt

This ſeems to agree 
with the DoCtrines of the moſt Reverenced Au- 
thors of all Times, Nations and Religions. The 
beſt and wiſeſt of Kings have ever acknowledged 
it. The preſent King of France nath declared 
that Kings have that happy want of Power, that 
they can do nothing contrary unto the Laws of 
their Country , and grounds his Quarrel with 
the King of Spain, Anno. 1667, upon that Prin- 
ciple. King James in' his Speech to the Parlia- 
ment Anno. 1603. doth in the higheſt degree 
aſſert it : The Scripture ſeems to declare it. ;- If 
nevertheleſs the Writer was miſtaken, he might 


*| have been refuted by Law, Reaſon and Scripture ; 


and no Man for ſuch matters was ever otherwiſe 
puniſhed, than by being made to ſec his Errour ; 
and it hath not ( as I think) been ever known 
that they had been referred to the Judgment of 
a Jury, compoſed of Men utterly unable to com- 
prehend them. 

But there was little of this in my Caſe ; the 


extravagance of my Proſecutors goes « wr tlie 
above-mentioned Treatiſe was never finiſhed, nor

Every one may ſee what advantage this would 
be to all the Kings of the World ; and whether 
that failing, it were not beter for them to ac- 
knowledge they had received their Crowns by 
the Content of Willing Nations ; or to have no 
better Title unto them than Uſurpation and Vio- 
lence, . which by the ſame ways may be taken 
from them.

| Month of April, xv cx L111, 


O ſhew to the world how earneſtly His Majeſty longs for Peace, and that no ſucceſſe ſhall make him de- 
K fire the continuance of His Army toany other end., or for any longertime then that and untill things 
may be ſo ſetled , as the Law may haye afull, tree, and uninterrupted courſe tor the detence and pre- 
ſervation of the rights of His Majeſty, both Houſes, and his good ſubjects. 

1. As ſoone as His Mjeſty is ſatisfied in His firſt Propoſicion concerning His own Revenne M1ga- 
zines, Ships, Forts, in which he dcfires nothing but that the juſt knowne Legall Rights of H+. Mije- 
ſtic ( devolved uato Him from His Progenitors ) and of the perſons truſted by Hn, which have vic- 

: lently beene taken from both,be reſtored unto Him, and them, unlefle any juſt and leg+il exceptions a- 
gainſt any of che perſons truſted by Him (which are yer unknown ro His Majeſty ) caa be made appeave to Him, 

2. As ſoeneas all the Members of b :th Houſes ſhill he reſtored to the ſame capacity of firring an? voirag in Pa lizment, 
as they had upon the fi: ſt of J:nuary 1642. the ſame be1dnging unto them by their birthrights, and the tree ele: 90+ +: hoſe 
that ſent them, and h:iving bzen vored from them for achering to His Majefty intheſe tirnes of diſtr: ions, His Majeſty rut 
intending that this ſhould exten either tothe Biſhops, whoſe votes have been taken away by Bil!, ot co ſuch in whole places 
upon new Writs, new c!leftion have heen made. ; 

3. A+ ſoone 35 H'- M..jcfty and both Houſes may be ſecured from ſuch tumultuons aſſemblies , as to the grexc brenich, <£ 
the Priviledges, 2nd the high diſhanour of Parliaments, have formerly afſembled about both Houſes, and awed the Mem- 
bers of the ſame,and occaſioped rwo ſeverall complaints from the Lords Houſe, and two ſeverall defi. es ot that Hou. '.- Ve 
Houſe of Commons to,gave ina D:claration againſt them , the complying with whichdefire might have preveried it cle 
miterable diſtraRtions which haveepſued, which ſecurity His Majeſty conceives, canbe onely ſe. d by adjouining tie I 7- 
l:imentto ſome other place, at leaſt twenty miles from London, the choice of which, His Majeſty leaves to buth Houules :
